sense precautions. Serious defects in 
vision, for Instance, may start from 
apparently simple inflammations of 
the eyelids or the watery membranes 
of the eyes Bloodshot eyes, Inflam- 


ed eyelids and styes are frequently 
found asoclated with eye-strain and 
even caus»d by It. 


Reading and studying should be 


done 
under 
proper lighting, 
not 


bright enough to strain the eyes, 
nor yet too dim 
The light should 


come from above and behind, pre- 
ferebaly over the left shoulder so as 
to facilitate writing.
